DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants are informed that the rejections of the previous Office action not stated 
below have been withdrawn from consideration in view of the Applicant's arguments 
and/or amendments. 

Election/Restrictions 

The species election of group A., subgroup I. and group B. established in the 
election/restriction mailed on 12/5/07 has been withdrawn. Therefore, claims 1 1 and 12 
are rejoined with the previously examined claims. 

Claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 7-12, 14, 15, 17, 19 and 21-23 are examined on the merits. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to teach or suggest the formation of a reconstituted viral membrane, which contains 
a viral fusion protein and an amphiphilic lipopeptide adjuvant incorporated into the lipid 
bilayer of the viral membrane. Furthermore, the closest prior art is that of Dijkstra et al. 
(The Journal of Immunology, 1996), which teaches the incorporation of bacterial 
lipopolysaccharide (LPS) [an amphiphilic adjuvant]. However, Dijkstra et al. do not 
teach or suggest that an amphiphilic lipopeptide adjuvant can be incorporated into the 
lipid bilayer as in the instant invention.
